Interesting Claim for 
'  Posseasion. 


Interesting claim for possession 
of premises at 164 Des Voeux Road 
West, oecupied by » Chinese firm, 
was brought by a Chinese mer- 
chant, before Mr. Justice 
Gompertz, in the Summary Conrt 
this moraing. . 
AMr. M.A. Turner appeared for 
plaintiff and defendants were re- 
presented by Mr. M K, Lo. 

It appeared that notice expired 
on Nov. 28th., but defendente 
remained in’ possession. On 
December 27th. defendents tender- 
ed rent, which plaintiff accepted. 
Defendant tried to get plaintiff 
to withdraw his notice, but 
plaintiff refused to agree to 
fresh tenancy. Defendants’ case 
wes that there was no fresh 
agreement, but they relied on the 
rent receipt. 

The case was argued at some 
length, Mr. Turner contending 
that after Nov. 28th. defendants 
became statutory tenants. They 
had received three menths’ 
notice and had refused to go. 
Plaintiff’could not be held to have 
waived his rights by the mere 
acceptance of the rent. Mr. Lo 
submitted that the signing of the
